these roads, and I don't think any ­ 
one else would think of that. ~ While 
this war is on, so far as I can see, y ou 
woulda t get the material without 
pay ing prohibitive prices.

will tell y ou that if we had to build 
these roads now, with the present 
prices of road material and with the 
present prices of labor, the $60.000,- 
000 wouldn't begin to build the roads 
which are planned for.

The co mmittee o n p ub lic info r­ 
ma tio n, a p p o inted b y the p resid ent, 
a nd co nsisting o f the secreta ry o f 
sta te, secreta ry o f wa r, secreta ry o f 
the na vy, a nd Geo rg e Creel, o fficia l 
censo r, ha s ma d e p ub lic a ma ss o f 
evid ence d ea ling with Germa n wa r 
p ra ctices which sho ws the k a iser's 
lea d ers in the field a nd in co mma nd 
o f ca p tured p o ints to b e d irectly re­ 
sp o nsib le fo r the b ea stliness which 
ha s cha ra cterized the o p era tio ns o f 
the 
" H u n s** in the p resent co nflict. 
Quo ta tio ns fro m the p a mp hlet fo l­ 
lo w: 
F or m any y ears leaders in every civ­ 
ilized nation have been try ing to m ake 
w arfare less brutal. 
T h e great land­ 
m arks in this m ovem ent are th e Ge­ 
neva and H ague conventions. T h e for­ 
m er m ade rules as to th e care of th e 
sick and w ounded and established th e 
Red Cross. At th e first m eeting at Ge­ 
neva, In 1864, it w as agreed, and until 
th e present w ar It h as been taken for 
granted, th a t the w ounded, and the dbc- 
tors and nurses who cared for them, 
would be safe from all attack s by the 
enemy . 
The 
H ague 
conventions, 
draw n up In 1899 and 1907, m ade addi­ 
tional rules to soften th e usages of w ar 
and especially to protect noneombat- 
ants and conq uered lands. 
G erm any 
took a prom inent p a rt in these m eet­ 
ings, and with the oth er nations sol­ 
emnly pledged her faith to keep all th e 
rules ex ^pt one article In the H ague 
regulations. 
T his 
w as 
article 
44, 
w hich forbade the conq ueror to force 
any of the conq uered to give inform a­ 
tion. 
All the other rules and regula­ 
tions she accepted in th e most binding 
m anner. 
B ut G erm any ’s m ilitary leaders had 
no intention of keeping these solemn 
promises. 
They 
h ad 
been 
trained 
along different lines. 
T h eir leading 
generals for m any y ears had been urg­ 
ing a policy of frightful ness. 
In the 
middle of the nineteenth century Von 
Clausewitz w as looked upon as the 
greatest m ilitary authority , and the 
methods which he advocated w ere used 
by the Prussian arm y in its successful 
w ars of 1866-1871. 
Conseq uently be­ 
cause these w ars had been successful, 
th e wisdom of Von Clausew itz’ m eth­ 
ods seemed to the P russia n arm y to be 
fully proved. 
Policy of Frightfulness. 
' Now, the essence of Von Clausewitz’ 
teachings was th a t successful w ar in­ 
volves the ruthless application of force. 
In the opening c h ap te r of his m aster 
work, “Vora K riege” (“On W ar” ), he 
sa y s : 
“Violence arm s itself w ith the inven­ 
tions of a rt and science. 
. . 
. 
Self- 
imposed restrictions, alm ost Impercep­ 
tible and 
hardly 
w orth mentioning, 
term ed usages of international law, 
accom pany It w ithout essentially Im­ 
pairing its power. . . . 
Now, philan­ 
thropic souls might easily imagine that 
there is a skillful m ethod of disarm ­ 
ing or subduing an enem y w ithout 
causing too much bloodshed, and th at 
this is the true tendency of the a rt of 
war. 
H owever plausible this m ay ap­ 
pear, still it is an error which m ust be 
d e stroy ed ; 
for 
in 
such 
dangerous 
things as war, th e e rrors which pro­ 
ceed from a sp irit of ‘good-natured­ 
ness’ are precisely th e worst. 
As the 
use of phy sical force to the utm ost ex­ 
tent by no m eans excludes the co­ 
operation of the Intelligence, it follows 
th a t he who uses force ruthlessly , w ith ­ 
out regard to bloodshed, m ust obtain 
a superiority , If his enem y does not 
so use it.” 
In 1877-78, in the course of a series 
of articles upon “M ilitary Necessity 
and H um anity ,” G eneral voa H a rtm a un 
wrote, in the sam e spirit as Voa Clau 
se w itz : 
“T he enemy state m ust not be spared 
the w ant and w retchedness of w a r: 
these are particularly useful In sh at­ 
tering its energy and subduing its will.” 
“Individual persons m ay be harshly 
d ealt with when an exam ple is made 
of them, intended to serve us a w arn­ 
ing. 
. . . W henever a national war 
breaks out, terrorism becomes a nec­ 
essary m ilitary principle.” 
“I t is a 
gratuitous 
illusion 
to 
suppose 
that 
modern w ar does not dem and fa r m on 
brutality , fa r m ore violence, and a t 
action far more general th an w as for 
m erly the case.” 
In 1881 Von Moltke, who had beer 
com m ander in chief of th e Prussia! 
arm y in the F ranco-P russian w ar, de 
c la r e d : 
“P erpetual peace is a dream and no' 
even a beautiful dream . W ar is an ele 
rnent in the order of th e world estab 
lislied by God. 
By it th e most nobl< 
virtues of m an a re developed, eourag< 
and renunciation, fidelity to duty ant 
the spirit of sacrifice—th e soldier give 
his life. W ithout w ar, th e world woul< 
d egenerate and lose itself In material 


ism." 
“T he soldier who endures suf­ 
fering. 
privation 
and 
fatigue, 
who 
courts dangers, cannot take only *in 
proportion 
to the resources of the 
country .’ H e m ust take all that is nec­ 
essary to his existence. 
One has no 
right to demand of him any thing super­ 
hum an.” 
“The great good in w ar is 
th a t it should he ended q uickly . 
In 
view of this, every means, except those 
which 
are 
positively 
condemnable. 
m ust be perm itted. 
I cannot, in any 
way . agree with th e declaration of St. 
P etersburg when It pretends th at ‘the 
w eakening of the m ilitary forces of the 
enem y ’ constitutes the only legitimate 
method of procedure in w ar. No! Oue 
m ust attack all th e resources of the 
enem y governm ent, his finances, his 
railroads, his stock of provisions and 
even his prestige, 
. . ." 
M any other exam ples might be cited 
from the w ritings of G erm an generals. 
T he very best illustration of this a tti­ 
tude. however, is to be found in th e 
em peror’s various speeches, and espe­ 
cially In his speech to his soldiers on 
the eve of their d ep arture for China in 
1900. 
On July 27 the kaiser w ent to 
B rom erhaven to bid fare w e ll to th e 
G erm an troops. 
As they w ere draw n 
up, ready to em bark for China, he ad ­ 
dressed to them a last official m essage 
from the fatherland. 
T he local new s­ 
p ap er reported his speech In full. 
Iu 
it appeared this advice and admonition 
from the em peror, the com m ander iu 
chief of the arm y , the head of all Ger­ 
m any : 
Soldiers Told to Be Merciless. 
“As soon as y ou come to blows w ith 
the enemy he will be beaten. No m ercy 
will he s h ow n! 
No prisoners will be 
t a k e n! 
As the H uns, und er King At- 
tlla, 
m ade a nam e for themselves, 
which is still mighty in traditions and 
legends today , m ay the nam e of G er­ 
m an be so fixed In China by y our deeds, 
th a t no Chinese shall ever again d are 
even to look at a G erm an askance. . . . 
Open the w ay for K ultur once for all.” 
E ven the im perial councilors seem to 
h ave been shocked a t th e em peror’s 
speech, 
and 
efforts 
w ere 
prom ptly 
m ade to suppress th e circulation of hts 
exact words. 
T h e efforts w ere only 
p artly successful. 
A few w eeks later, 
wrhon the letters from th e G erm an sol­ 
diers in C hina w ere being published, 
in local G erm an papers, the leading 
socialist 
new spaper, 
Vorwaerts, 
ex­ 
cerp ted from them reports of atroci­ 
ties under th e title “L e tte rs of th e 
H uns.” 
M any of th e leaders in th e 
reichstag felt very keenly th e brutality 
of th e em peror’s speech. 
T h e obnox­ 
ious w ord “H uns” had excited alm ost 
universal 
condem nation. 
W hen 
the 
reichstag met, in N ovember, the speech 
w as openly discussed. 
H e rr Lieber of 
th e center (C atholic p arty ), a fte r q uot­ 
ing th e “no m ercy ” portion of the 
speech, added, “T h ere are, alas, in G er­ 
m any groups enough who have regard ­ 
ed th e atrocities told in th e letters 
which have been published as the d uti­ 
ful response of soldiers so addressed 
and encouraged.” 
T h e lead er of the 
social dem ocrats, H e rr Bebel, spoke 
even more pointedly . 
T ow ard the end 
of a tw o-hour ad dress on th e atrocities 
com m itted by th e G erm an soldiers In 
C hina and on th e speech of the em ­ 
peror, he s a i d : 
“If G erm any w ishes to be th e b earer 
of civilization to th e world, we will 
follow w ithout contradiction. 
B ut the 
w ay s and m eans in which this world 
policy has been carried on thus fur, in 
which it h as been defined by the em ­ 
peror 
. 
. 
. 
a re not, in our opinion, 
the w ay to preserve th e world position 
of G ermany , to gain for G erm any the 
respect of the world.” 
T h e conseq uences of the em peror’s 
speech Bebel aptly d escrib ed : 
“B y it th e signal w as given, garbed 
in the highest authority of the G erm an 
empire, which m ust have m ost weighty 
conseq uences, not only for the troops 
who went to China but also for those 
who stay ed at home. 
An expedition 
of revenge so b arb arous as this has 
never occurred in th e last hundred 
y ears and not often in history ; at 
least, nothing worse th an this has h ap ­ 
pened in history , either done by the 
H uns, by th e V andals, 
by Genghis 
K han, by T am erlane, or even by Tilly 
w hen he sacked M agdeburg.” 


Atrocities in China. 
These atrocities in China or “L etters 
of the H uns” continued to be published 
in the Vorwaerts for several y ears and 
appeared interm ittently in the debates 
of the reichstag as late as 1906. 
At 
th a t tim e th e socialist, H e rr K unert, 
reviewing the procedure in a trial of 
which he had been th e victim in the 
previous sum m er, stated th a t he had 
offered to prove “th a t G erm an soldiers 
in China had engaged in w anton and 
brutal ravaging; th a t plunder, pillage, 
extortion, robbery , as well as rape and 
sexual abuses of* the w orst kind, had 
occurred on a very large scale and that 
G erm an soldiers had participated la 
them .” 
H e had not been given an Op­ 
portunity to prove his allegations, but 
had been sentenced to prison for three 
m onths for assailing the honor of the 
“whole 
G erm an 
arm y .” 
T h e out- 
rageousness of this sentence w as made 
clour by the revelations, m ade in the 
reichstag shortly afterw ard s, of simi­ 
lar atrocities com m itted by G erm an 
officials and soldiers in Africa in th e 
campaign against the H ereros. 
F or the guidance of th e officers in 
case th e inhabitants of conq uered te r­ 
ritory should take up arm s against the 
G erm an 
array , 
th e 
“G erm an 
W a r 
Book” q uotes with approval the letter 
Napoleon sent to his b roth er Josep h: 
“T h e security of y our dominion de­ 
pends on how y ou behave in the con­ 
q uered province. 
B urn down a dozen 
places which are not willing to sub­ 
mit themselves. 
O f course, not until 
y ou have first looted t h e m ; my sol­ 
diers m ust not be allowed to go aw ay 
with their hands empty . 
H ave three 
"o six persons hanged in every village 
which ha3 joined th e revolt; pay no 
•espect to the cossack” ( th a t is, to 
nembers of the clergy ).

majors who hav e been in the regular 
army for years.

though army fare lacks the d elicacy 
an d choice of a civ ilian feed , it is 
plen teous an d substan tial.

Happily endurance, as well as reason, justice a nd libe rty are on the 


side of the Allies, whose unlimited resources and stoutheartedness will 


eventually bring the war to a successful conclusion. 
As for peace pro­ 


posals, it is plain that at the moment both sides are a s yet too wide apart 


in their views to admit of a settlement. 
The desire for peace is unques­ 


tionably still running strong in Germany,, but for the time being its voice 


is silenced by the “mailed fist.” 
Possibly later events ma y give opportunity 


for a renewed outburst of demands for peace from German citizens; but 


at the moment this is not feasible. 
Meanwhile spring is considerably fur­ 


ther advanced on the Western front than here, and the expected German 


drive may begin at any time; the British drive last spring having started 


considerably before this date. 
The Ukraine peace contract, was an un­ 


pleasant development, and the threatened disintegration of Russia presents 


some alarming possibilities, but, while it may encourage and help feed the 


enemy, it will not prove a decisive factor.

•very Me has Its day. 
There’s a regular mode as to German propaganda, 


und, looking back when the war is done, we shall discern that each season 


of the struggle was represented by its own particular style in lies. 
But 


the re is one lie, the great-grandfather of them all, that has never, since its 


first appearance, been off duty. 
It is the general staff's favorite. 


I refer to that scarred but still indomitable old veteran, A-Wall-Street- 


War. 
It is, perhaps, the most puerile of Germany’s first-line lies, but cer­ 


ta inly the hardest worked. 
It has never had a day off since it marched to 


the fjio m i. and just now, it is especially prominent. 
Its duty is, of course,

Germany propagandists weep crocodile tears for the laboring man. 


But the laboring man himself Is far too busy to do any sniffling. 
Since 


tha wa r began he has been enthroned a practical dictator« 
He receives 


wa ge s tha t, in spite of increased cost of living, affecting rich and poor alike, 


place him in a position of prosperity he scarcely dreamed of before. 
He 


•« e s ma ny of his most utopian visions, gove rnme nt ownership of railroads, 


gove rnme nt control of public utilities and the like, made concrete as by 


the wave of a magic wand. 
He knows that the influence of the war, on 


the future of this and all other countries, will be all in his favor. 


This war is neither a rich man’s war nor a poor man’s war, neither 


a war of capital nor a war of labor. 
It is a war of the American people 


for liberty and all the things they hold dear. 
And it is a war that is being 


fought by rich and poor, capitalist and laborer side by side, and that will 


continue to be so fought until it is ended in the only way it can b- allowed 


to end; and this in spite of German arms and German propaganda.

fft » fit*, too, of the old and battered, but still active, A-Wall-Street-War lie. 


A joke’s a Joke , but really some one ought to put that out of its misery!

haps. be bad economy for them to attempt It.” 


Be that as it may. our farmers “produce three or four times more to 


the man, to the unit of labor and capital, than the farmers of any Euro­ 


pean country.” 
And the reason, no doubt, is found in the statement that 


“ they are more alert and use more labor-saving devices than any other 


farmers in the world.” 


What is farm “ efficiency,” anyhow? 
And what is the criterion? 
Is 


it output to the acre, or output compared with the numbei of workers and 


the amount of money invested?

The hospital, in which were a num­ 
ber of sick and wounded officers and 
men, was the building nearest the

U. S. Patrol Escapes Trap. 


W ith the American Army In France. 
Feb. 18.—An American patrol, having 
passed the first line of German en­ 
tanglements and approached the sec­ 
ond line last night, was suddenly out 
off by a current of electricity along the 
first wire line. 
Instead of attempting 
an immediate return to tiieir trenches, 
which would have meant certain death 
from electricity or machine gun fire, 
the Americans clung close to the earth, 
and later, when the electricity was cut 
off, returned In safety to their po­ 
sitions. 


“ Hut most of the economists I have 
read predict a very serious business 
depression when our troops are re­ 
leased from the trenches and come 
back home, with the cessation of all 
these 
multiform 
activities

have come as a result of the war. 
M any men will be thrown out of em­ 
ployment as a result; building ma­ 
terial will be vastly cheaper. 
You 
will, therefore, not only build the 
roads much cheaper than you would 
now, but you would also help to hold

erwise would be idle. 
“ The time for public improvements 
is always when there is a business 
depression. 
Now, isn’t it the part 
of wisdom, isn’t it the part of states­ 
man ship for us to be anticipating 
those times? 
W e don’t have to ne­ 
gotiate a sing bond if the bond niar- 
ket is not right. 
W e don’t have to 
begin to build a single mile of road 
until labor and material conditions 
will warrant; but isn’t it the part of 
wisdom now' to think how' we are go­ 
ing to bridge over that period of de­ 
pression after the w ar? And how cun 
we prepare so well against that day 
as by getting ready, when the end of 
the war comes, to go on with these 
public improvements? 
“ I am willing to go upon record as 
saying that if the good roads bond is 
approved by the people next fall, 1 
shall 
not 
attempt to 
market the 
bonds nor to begin this great work 
until the close of the war. 
“ I w'ish to say, however, that I 
would consider it a calamity if this 
bond issue should fail to receive the 
approval of the voters next Novem­ 
ber. 
In my judgment, the legisla­ 
ture has placed before the people an 
exceptionally well balanced system of 
state highways together with wise 
and adequate provision for issuing 
the 
bonds 
and 
constructing 
the j 
roads. 
If we fail to approve of their ! 
action I believe it. will be many years 1 
before wre will again have the oppor- j 
tunity of securing such a system of j 
highways 
on 
such 
advantageous 
terms, if at all. 
“ I, therefore, urge your organiza­ 
tion to carry your campaign of in­ 
formation into 
every 
county and 
township of the state, and I pledge 
to you my hearty support. 
I ^hink 
that in your campaign particular em­ 
phasis should be placed upon the fact 
that the entire cost of this* system of 
roads w ill be paid from autom obile! 
license fees wtihout calling for a dol-j 
lar of direct taxation upon the lands 
or any other property outside of mo­ 
tor vehicles.”

London, Fceb. 18.—Only one of the 
six German airplanes which made an 
attack on London succeeded in reach­ 
ing the capital, it is announced offi- 
ciallj’. 
This raider dropped one bomb 
in the southwest district, which caused 
four casualties. 
An aerial raid on Dover was re­ 
pelled by British pilots, who engaged 
the Germans over the Kent const. One

AMER ICAN FR EED BY GER MANS 


Engagements on Front Where U. S. 
Gunners Aided French. 
Berlin, Feb. 18.— Small infantry en­ 
gagements developed near Cherlsy and 
south of Marcoing, on the Arms front 
in France, the German war office an­ 
nounced. A number of prisoners w'ere 
taken by the Germans. Fighting is also 
reported near Tahure. 
(It was In the Tahure sector that 
American artillerymen assisted In a 
recent French attack.) 
Paris, Feb. 18.—The official state­ 
ment issued by the French war office 
said: 
“The night was marked by some­ 
what greater activity of the artillery of 
each side in the region of Chavignon, 
east of Heims, and in the Champagne. 
A German raid at a point east of Au- 
berive was without result. 
The night 
was calm on the rest of the front." 
London.

28.—Field 
Marshal 
Haig, in his report to the British war 
office, said: 
“A few prisoners were brought in by 
our patrols during the night northeast 
of Hargieourt.

This decision followed a direct ap­ 
peal from the president to Mr. Hutche­ 
son, in which the president said the 
action of the strike leaders in refus­ 
ing to order the nan back laid their 
patriotism open to some question. 


Wilson Sends Ultimatum. 
Washington, 
Fob. 
18.— President 
Wilson has telegraphed 
William 
L. 
Hutcheson, general president of the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and Join­ 
ers, that he can see nothing to be 
gained by conferring with him person­ 
ally about the strike of shipyard car­ 
penters until he 
has accepted 
and 
acted upon the principle that in the 
present circumstances of the nation 
no body of men has the right to strike 
until every method of adjustment has 
been tried to the limit. 
“ Giving Aid to the Enemy.” 
“ If you do not act upon this prin­ 
ciple,” said the president’s message, 
“ you are undoubtely giving aid and 
comfort to the enemy, whatever may 
be your conscious purpose.” 
The president’s message was sent 
in reply to one received from Hutch­ 
eson saying he had lieon unable to 
reach an understanding with officials 
of the shipping board, but felt that if 
given an opportunity to lay the mat­ 
ter before the president a solution 
could be arrived at quickly. 
It was 
made public, as follows: 
“ William L. Hutcheson. 
“General president United Brother­ 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America. 
“ New’ York. 
“ I have received your telegram of 
yesterday and nm very glad to note 
the expression of your desire as a pa­ 
triotic citizen to assist in carrying on 
the work by which we are trying to 
save America and men everywhere 
who work and are free. 


“ A Painful Contrast.” 
“ Taking advantage of that assur­ 
ance, I feel it to he my duty to call 
your attention to *tjae fact that the 
strike of 
f i l t e r . f h e ship­ 
yards is in marked and painful con­ 
trast to the action of labor in other 
trades and places. 
Ships are abso­ 
lutely necessary for the winning of 
this war. 
No one can strike a dead­ 
lier blow at the safety of the nation 
and of its forces on the other side 
than by interfering with or obstruct­ 
ing the shipbuilding program. 
“ All the other unions engaged in 
this indispensable work have agreed 
to abide by the decision of Mie ship­ 
building 
wage 
adjustment 
board. 
That board has dealt fairly and lib­ 
erally with all who have resorted to 
it. 
I must say to you very frankly 
that It is your duty to leave to it the 
solution of your present difficulties 
with your employers and to advise 
the men whom you represent to re­ 
turn to work at once pending the de- 
cission. 


No Moral R ight to Strike. 
“ No body of men has the 
moral 
right in the present circumstances of 
the 
nation 
to 
strike

If you do not act upon 
this 
principle 
you 
are 
undobtedly

“ I do not see that anything will he 
gnlned by my seeing you personally, 
until you have accepted and acted 
upon that principle. 
It is the duty 
of the government to see that the 
best possible conditions of labor are 
maintained, as it is also its duty to 
see to It that there is no lawless and 
conscienceless profiteering 
and 
thut 
duty 
the government has accepted 
and will perform.

Petrograd, Feb. 18.—A dispatch from 
Kiev says: 
“ White guards, after defeating Red 
guards and revolutionary troops hold­ 
ing the arsenal at Petchersk, shot near­ 
ly 1,500 workmen. 
All who wore the 
workmen’s blouses or who, had ‘horny 
hands’ were massacred, and all the 
members of the revolutionary military 
committee were shot. 
“Ukrainian troops of the council of 
soldiers’ und workmen’s delegates, un­ 
der command of Comrade Kobiublnsky, 
are fighting desperately und are deter­ 
mined to act mercilessly ugainst the 
bloody mercenaries of the Ukrainian 
bourgeosie.” 
Indiscriminate shooting now is going 
on throughout the city of Petrograd 
both by day und night, but usually Is 
most general by nightfall. 
Pillaging, 
followed by shooting, spread last night 
from Yozneasensky Prospect past St. 
Isaac’s cathedral to Galernaya street, 
where private apartments were broken 
Into and plundered, culminating In pro­ 
tracted firing between the pillagers and 
Red guards. The wounded were taken 
to hospitals. 
Stockholm, Feb. 18.—Grim stories of 
atrocities committed by the Red guard 
in southern Finland were told by the 
640 refugees who reached Stockholm 
with the second relief expedition sent 
from here. 
Eleven men were taken from a large 
estate near BJoerneborg, stripped and 
compelled to ruu around a walled gar­ 
den while the Bed Guard used them as 
targets until all were killed. 
This is 
but one of a score of similar stories 
related by the eyewitnesses. 
The Red guard makes a specialty of 
mutilating victims’ faces, so that rela­ 
tives cannot Identify tire bodies. 
Six wounded members of the gov- 
jQ ’ eminent force were killed with lyflvtfs 
when the Red guard ruptured Itotka. 
Murders are of daily occurrence in 
Helsingfors.

GERMAN TROOPS IN REVOLT 


Soldiers at Grodno and Kovno Refused 
to Obey Command. 
Petrograd, Feb. 18 —German soldiers 
at Grodno and Kovno, according to a 
report 
received here from 
Moscow, 
have refused to obey a command to 
move to the French front. The troops 
have Intrenched themselves under the 
protection of their own artillery and 
have defeated a detachment of loyal 
forces which the German staff sent to 
punish them. 
(The foregoing dispatch may be an 
echo of an earlier report of a mutiny 
of German soldiers on the Russian 
front. The Russian wireless news ser­ 
vice sent out a message January 5 to 
the effect that 25,000 German soldiers 
In the region east of Kovno had revolt­ 
ed In consequence of the German gov­ 
ernment’s drafting «if all soldiers be­ 
low the age of thirty five for service on 
the western front.)
